Police slam drivers with tickets

WELLAND — Drivers aren’t 
getting the message and it’s 
costing them in their wallets. 

Niagara Regional Police, by 
late March, had issued 195 
tickets to people caught talking 
on cellphones while driving or 
texting while driving. 

In the same period that 
started Feb. 1 when the prov¬ 
ince’s new hands-free law took 
effect, Ontario Provincial 
Police had issued 42 tickets. 

Det. Sgt. Cliff Priest of the 
NRP said police here hand out 
five or six tickets a day, costing 
drivers $155. 


In Toronto, there were 1,500 
fines handed out in the first 
week of the new law. 

“I see people still doing it,” 
said Priest. 

“We’re exercising zero toler¬ 
ance. This is a safety issue. 
We’re not cutting back (motor¬ 
ists’) enjoyment.” 

Priest said he hears many 
excuses from drivers when 
they are pulled over for talking 
or texting on the road. 

Some have said they didn’t 
know the rule existed, while 
others claimed they were late 
for work and needed to call 
their boss. 

On the first day of the NRP’s 


blitz, Priest said police noticed 
a man pick up his cellphone 
then quickly put it down. It was 
enough to pull the man over to 
the side of the road to question 
him. But, Priest said, die per¬ 
petrator had a good excuse. 
The man said he received a call 
from his wife cautioning him 
to avoid talking while driving. 
Ironically, his wife had called 
right when he was driving by 
police. Priest said the man was 
given a warning. 

Welland resident George 
Lambert is a believer in the 
new law and said he follows it. 

“When it (cellphone) rings, I 
pull over,” Lambert said. 



The importance of buying local foods 


A presentation was held 
recently that highlighted 
a policy brief prepared by 
the Brock University research 
institute, the Niagara Commu¬ 
nity Observatory. The policy 
brief was titled, “Niagara Food: 
It’s Nutritious, Delicious and 
Available But We’re Not Buying 
It...Why Not?” 

Presenters reminded the 
audience of the large number 
of commodity groups provid¬ 
ing agricultural products in 
Niagara and noted Niagara’s 
attributes of climate and soil 
quality. Richard Florida, a 
renowned planning expert, was 
quoted as saying that Niagara 
has an “Agricultural Quotient 
of 6.3”, meaning that the return 
on agricultural investments in 
Niagara could be potentially 
more than 600 percent higher 
than the average agricultural 
areas in Ontario. 

In fact, a study done in 2001 
noted the economic impact of 
agriculture in Niagara 
exceeded $1.8 billion. The 
Region of Niagara has worked 
closely with the agricultural

community through the Agri¬ 
cultural Sub-Committee since 
1972 and the Agricultural Task 
Force since 2002. An Agricul¬ 
tural Action Plan was forged in 
2006 and a Local Food Action 
Plan in 2008. 

Currently Niagara Region is 
promoting the establishment 
of Value-Added Agricultural 
Policies which potentially will 
allow a wider variety of farm- 
related activities permitting 
more profitability and sustain¬ 
ability for our farmers. Still, the 
policy brief noted that more 
than 40% of our agricultural 
products are exported outside 
the region and more needs to 
be done to educate consumers 
about the importance of 
buying local food. 

Consumer benefits were 
listed as: food freshness; sup¬ 


port for local producers; envi¬ 
ronmental advantage of a 
lower carbon footprint, sup¬ 
port for local retailers and local 
jobs. A 2008 study by Friends of 
the Greenbelt noted the eco¬ 
nomic spillover effect of buying 
local food. 

The Niagara Culinary Trail 
group notes that if each of 
Niagara’s 435,000 residents 
bought $10 of local groceries 
weekly there would be an 
influx of $226 million into the 
local economy. The policy 
brief highlighted some encour¬ 
aging directions including the 
leadership provided by Brock 
University, Niagara College and 
the Vineland Research and 
Innovation Centre and some 
innovative projects like the 
Niagara Local Food Co-opera¬ 
tive and the Welland Good 
Food Box program. 

The policy brief concludes 
by recommending that all con¬ 
sumers should open their cup¬ 
boards and refrigerators and 
read labels to become more 
aware of food origins.

You will remember me writing here 
in December about the start of the 
process to rezone the 4.9 acre prop¬ 
erty at 766Welland Rd. for the devel¬ 
opment of a fire station. 

The initial design envisioned the 
northern portion of the site, which is

in the “urban boundary”, accommo¬ 
dating the 10,000 square foot fire sta¬ 
tion, most of the parking, and the 
driveway. It was hoped that the 
remaining 2.6 acres—which is in the 
Greenbelt — could accommodate 
limited parking and emergency access 
to Centennial Park. 

Well, that’s where we ran into prob¬ 
lems with the province’s Greenbelt. 
You see, the Greenbelt allows for nei¬ 
ther the construction of a fire station 
nor for supporting infrastructure (like 
parking). 

So, we reworked the plan and fit all 
parking inside the “urban boundary.” 

The result? We officially completed 
the property’s zoning last week when 
the “appeal period” — the time during 
which anyone can appeal the zoning 
to the Ontario Municipal Board — 
ended. Next, all structures and any 
environmental concerns on the prop¬ 
erty will be removed. That process 
should begin this week and be com¬ 
plete by the end of April. 

I am extremely pleased with this 
council’s obvious due diligence before 
the completion of the property’s pur¬ 
chase. Here’s the process we followed: 
received a consultant report clearly 
stating that Fire Station #2 needed 
replacing; established a working com¬ 
mittee to deal issues in consultant’s 
report; determined firefighting needs 
for Fire District #2 based on future 
grow projections; determined that 
required improvements could not 
occur at current site; developed “site 
criteria matrix” to help establish best 
location\property; invited the public 
to submit proposals for a new site; 
evaluated all sites and established a 
preferred site; completed a functional 
analysis — space requirements and 
building configuration; initiated dis¬ 
cussions with landowner and per¬ 
formed an environmental assessment 
of site; developed business case to 
apply for funding;

PELHAM — The shift of O’Reilly’s bridge 
moved from high noon to a dawn patrol 
last week. 

Beginning in the fog and frost of 7:30 
a.m., a crane brought from Toronto and 
capable of lifting 500 tons was raised on 
the Wainfleet side of the Welland River. 

It telescoped up scores of metres above a 
40-ton metal bridge built in 1901. 

The one-lane frame bridge and the crane 
- the largest road-capable crane - took 
about two and a half hours in cautious 
preparations before the lift of a few min- 

Mike DiPaola, senior transportation 
engineer for Niagara Region, said the 
weather influenced the timing of 7:30 a.m. 

“The contractor kept an eye on the fore¬ 
cast and wanted to go when everything was 
right especially the wind,” he said. Any¬ 
thing over 25 miles per hour would make 
the effort risky.” 

Earlier the contractor, Brennan Paving 
Ltd of the Miller Group, reinforced the 
bridge with bars and bracing to ensure it 
stayed together, DiPaola said. He stripped 
it down and chipping away any concrete 
connections. “It’s a lot of preparation for a 
lift of couple of minutes,” he said. 

Possibly because of the time change only 
a few dozen people lined the River Rd. in 
Pelham and Regional Rd. 27 in Wainfleet 
when the lift began about 10 a.m.

The crane slowly raised the bridge, 
moved it westward and then brought it to 
the Wainfleet side. 

After a little adjusting by work crews, the 
crane operator set it down on a wooden 
frame beside the road to the old bridge. 

Over the next few days, crews from Bren¬ 
nan Paving Ltd. will dismande structure. 

Parts of it will be used for a historical 
monument that will include the history of 
the metal bridge and the three wooden 
bridges that preceded it, said Brian Bridges. 

The designer of the new two-lane bridge 
works with Global Transportation Engi¬ 
neering part of McCormick Rankin Corp. 

The lift went well, he said. He expects the 
work to replace the bridge with a new 
structure will be straightforward. 

It will have two traffic lanes with two side 
paths for cyclists and pedestrians. 

“It should open by the end of Novem¬ 
ber,” he said with a minor delay to allow for 
fish considerations. 

The $2.8 million construction project is 
being done by Niagara Region, Brennan, 
McCormick Rankin and Ellis Engineering. 

The current bridge has been closed for 
safety reasons for 15 months since January 
2009. 

Ted Hinks, who lives on River Rd. in 
Pelham, said he will be glad to see the 
bridge replaced. “The old one was pretty 
rotten. I had scale fall on me when I fished 
from my boat underneath it.” 

The new flatter and wider bridge will be 
more convenient for motorists, cyclists and 
farmers, he said. 

The metal bridge was 
much too narrow for farm 
machinery.

Active transportation committee steps up to promote health

World Health Day was Wednesday. 
The theme for this year focuses on 
urbanization and health. 

During the last year, citizens in 
Pelham have been engaged in discus¬ 
sions to determine priority needs in 
terms of sidewalk completion, safety 
improvements, bicycle amenities and 
other roadway enhancements. 

These improvements are designed 
to make active transportation safer 
and more convenient for Pelham resi¬ 
dents. 

At its last meeting, the PATC 
(Pelham Active Transportation Com¬ 
mittee) finalized the list of the top ten 
community improvement projects 
that would assist people to safely 
move by foot or pedal through our 
community. 

The recommended list has been 
forwarded to the town council for 
consideration when budgets are being 
finalized. 

While considering events to cele¬ 
brate World Health Day, the commit¬ 


tee noted safety concerns about 
ongoing roads projects and possible 
weather conditions in early April and 
decided to celebrate during the open¬ 
ing of market season in May. 

In the planning stages are Bruce 
Trail hikes, the annual Mayor’s Walk, 
bike safety programs and displays 
noting walking and cycling routes in 
Pelham and throughout Niagara. 

Also planned is a program to cele¬ 
brate all that Niagara offers in the way 
of pleasant trips through our towns 
and countryside. Many readers are 
already committed to a routine of reg¬ 
ular treks by walking, hiking, jogging 
or cycling through our urban or rural 

The PATC would like readers to 
share their story of their favourite 
walk or ride and pleasant stops along 
the way. Your story may encourage 
others to join the Bruce Trail Club, a 
cycling organization or join in a com¬ 
munity trek or ride. 

Glynn A. Green Public School is 
about to undertake a program to 
increase the amount of walking and 
cycling to and from school. 


Our community school is one of 
three chosen in Niagara to take part in 
a school transportation pilot project. 
The aim is to undertake an audit to 
determine the number of students 
who walk or ride to and from school 
as a starting point. 

Then neighbourhood routes are 
mapped out to identify any obstacles 
and to recommend improvements for 
safe travel. When completed an audit 
is again taken to determine the 
improvements in the numbers of stu¬ 
dents walking or cycling to and from 
school. 

The benefits are potentially signifi¬ 
cant to personal health and wellbeing 
and to reduced emissions from buses 
and cars. Obviously the newly 
installed traffic signals and planned 
sidewalk extension will promote 
increased active transportation both 
from students and all residents in this 
part of Pelham.

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AIRPORT MISHAP 

Mock emergency 
turns into real crisis

A mock-emergency landing resulted in a real one at the 
Welland-Port Colborne Airport last Saturday. 

No one was injured when the Cessna 150 flipped over 
while attempting a landing at the airport at about 4:30 p.m. 

Bruce McRitchie, Welland Areo Centre president, said 
the mishap occurred when a student pilot and his instruc¬ 
tor were practising emergency landings, gliding into the 
landing strip with the engine off. 

“They ended up coming in short of the runway and flip¬ 
ping upside down,” he said. 

If it had occurred in mid-summer and the ground was 
firm, McRitchie said they would have probably been 
unscathed by the incident. 

“If the ground had been hard, it would have been a non- 

Normally, if a plane touches down before reaching the 
asphalt, it just rolls along the ground, McRitchie said in 
pointing out that in this case, since the ground was still 
soft, the landing gear dug in and the plane flipped over. 

Incidents like that occur very rarely at the airport, he 

McRitchie said the student, whom he wouldn’t identify, 
had already accumulated about 15 hours of experience at 
the controls of an airplane. The emergency landing train¬ 
ing is a requirement prior to a student’s solo flight. 

“You have to learn that sort of thing before you go solo, 
so that should that ever happen to you when you are solo, 
then you would have the knowledge and experience to put 
the plane into the correct glide and pick the spot where 
you’re going to land.” 

Although McRitchie said both the instructor and student 
were “fine” following the incident, the $25,000 Cessna was 
smashed beyond repair. 

“Big time. It’s junk.” McRitchie said the loss should be 
covered by his company’s insurance. 

He said the plane has already been taken apart. 

“The only way you can get it when it’s upside down is to 
take the wings off and roll it over and bring it in," he said.
